Hoover's Report Shows That American Food Saved 


Thousands of Lives. 


"Washington, Dec. 28—Four years 


of German oppression 
brought 


loss of life from starvation to the 
populations of Belgium and northern 


Hoover found, to buy almost any 
kind of food In Belgium, the prices 
preclude the purchase except by the 
wealthy. Meat, acording to the report, 
Is $2 a pound, eggs $1 each, and but-

This report from Herbert Hoover, 


chairman of the Commission for Re- 
lief In Belgium, based on a survey 
of the occupied territories of western

U. S. FOOD SAVED THEM. 


The survival of the peoples of Bel- 


gium and northern France, while a. 
quarter of tho populations of other 
German-occupied lands died of fam- 
ine, was ascribed by Mr. Hoover to 
the work of the commission, which, 
for four jears, poured food across the 
belligerent 
lines sufficient 
to keep 


men, women and children above the 
margin of starvation 


The gratitude ot these pcop'e to 


tho Lnited States, Mr 
Hoover re- 


ported ' is unbounded and embarras- 
sing," They no longer need or desire 
to get food through charity, bat ow- 
ing to the systematic destruction ol 
their textile industries they must still 
<kpcnd to a considerable extent upon 
the Lnited States for clothing.

DAD'S LETTER. 


Nov. 2$, 191S. 
"Well, tbe Hd'» off the can, row

fctrlpea, to the effect that the ban 
Mould be raised on censorship for 
this one occasion, and thu* you can 
understand the 'freedom of speech. 
I don't know whether there has been

called a 'Dad's Chrlstmag 
Victory

"W* pulled out of New Torle City 


harbor on May 16, and every on* wat 
made to *tay under cover.

afloat, six thousand men. Including 
the ship's crew, and the Lord know* 
It was a good thing that she was 
fast, or we would never have out 
lasted the voyage. But that 1* merely 
on* of the incidents of war. 


"We at* In what was known 
five sittings, or In other word* five 
gangs, and I wag In the fifth. We had 
to wait until the rest had eaten be- 
fore we went down to eat, and then 
we got cheated. The dining room was 
so foul from lack of ventilation that 
after the first time down I never 
went down again. The officers ate In 
a private salon, and their food waa 
cooked by Alabama darkles, *o one 
day—the second out—George and I 
bought ourselves a big baked hen, 
a pie and a loaf of bread paying ths 
neat tidy sum of 110 for the lay out.

"W*ll. next day I caught th* train 
to Nuvion, * small Burg up th* line, 
and found- my outfit was not there, 
nor 
expected 
there.

wa* another school at St. Valery's, a 
good sized town thirty miles from 
there, and decided I would go there, 
but the officer* In the school said no, 
that I couldn't go. But they were Brit- 
ish, and 1 was a Tank, and I figured 
that I didn't want to stay there, BO 
I studied the best route to go and I 
went. 
1 got there about midnight 
and on Inquiry made my way to the 
school 
Found where our men were 


and went to bed. All of my ituff was 
there and I wa* O. K. W* were right 
across the channel, an hour's ride 
from England. We were there a week 
and then rejoined our company at 
Grandcourt, a email place thirty miles 
from C«rl«t, th* battalion having 
hiked there In on* day with heavy 
packs. 
George having carried two 


pack* part of the way. -We were 
there until June tt. and then moved 
to Point Remey to a machine gun 
range,, practiced a week, and moved 
again to Molllens au Bols, 
near 


Amiens. w« dug In there and were 
bombed about every other night but 
never last any men. On July 4 we 
celebrated by making an attack on 
the Albert-Amiens front with the 
Tommies and Australians Our whole 


Jnifcion being engaged. A* we were 
green men we were only to go one 
mile and the TommUa were to, finish 
th* attacic. 
W* had no barrage by 


the artillery, and before we had gone 
a mile we had left the Tommies be- 
hind and instead of stopping we went 
ahead and 
captured 
th* objective 


lose but a very fen men In our batt- 
alion and the Tommies never did 
show UP. 


"That settled them a* far as we 


were concerned and all the fellows 
sure hated them after that. Our In- 
fantry took Cheppy Ridge after the 
Australians and Tommies, all sea- 
soned veterans, had failed repeatedly. 


INSPECTOR VANISHES. 


"We did oar turn IB th* tranches 


then for a month, and on* thing that 
1 will never for/ret was a British lieu- 
tenant who used to Inspect us. 
I 


guess he was near nuts as It was, for 
the Yanks did about as they pleased, 
and he could not handle them as he 
did his own men. W* always had an 
Inspection every morning at f, and 
a* we wer* armed with pistols he 
would Inspect them. R* would line 
us up In the trenches and as he pass- 
ed each man would draw his pistol 
and raise it to his shoulder high, bar- 
rel up, so he could take It. On* morn- 
ing one of the fellows had been sit- 
ting on the top step of our dugout 
BhnvlnB. and when he finished, he 


carelessly emptied hla water In the 
trench opposite the mouth ot the 
dugout. All of the land waa yellow 
clay and a drop of water would make 
a slippery place so you can Imagine 
what a cup of It did. He went to get 
a shovel to clean It up. and one of 
th* other fellow* 
went 
with him. 


While h* wa* gone the lieutenant 
hove In light, and we lined up. It 
happened that our middle wa* about 
In front of the dugout, and the spot 
wa* In A No. 1 condition. He started 
down the line, and the first fellow 
h* hit was Rollle Workman. His 
pistol wa* dirty so he caught 
and on down the line the lieutenant, 
cam*. Ju*t as he got In front of the 
dugout he slipped, and down he went. 
Workman jumped out 
and 
yelled: 
Tush him down th* coal chute,' (the 
dugout entrance) and all th* other 
fellow* took turn* throwing fit* of 
laughing. 
Th* lieutenant 
jumped 


up, gave one look at the gang, and 
bolted down th* trench. Re had only 
made the tint turn when he encoun- 
tered the two fellow* coming back 
with th* shovel. They sprang to at- 
tention and drew their pistols to be 
Inspected, and I gueu th* poor lieu- 
tenant thought that he was done 
for, because he jumped 'over tbe par- 
apet and we were never bothered 
with him again. We looked to catch

*l told you in my last letter that I 


would send you a "little present this

better to hold It until I can give it to 
yom in person. 
There are a lot of wild rumors] 
about when and ho\v %s t- are going to 


get home.

Ing me one bit for I think that the 
doughboys ought to get the first 
chance at that.

SYSTEM MED BY 


Sentiment Grows for Big 


Wide Reaching Plan. 


W. O. Rutherford, vtc« president of 


the B. F. Goodwin Rubber Co., said 
at the National 
Highway 
conven- 


tion at Chicago: 


"National sentiment In favor of an 


adequate highway system was never 
more 'graphically 
brought to light 


than at the Chicago gathering. With 
perfect accord the convention resolved 
that 
the 
following main 
points 


should be embodied in a bill to be put 
before the present short term of con- 
congress for passage. 


1. That a Federal Highways Com- 


mission be appointed to plan, main- 
tain and construct a national system 
of highways. 


2. That the mileage of highways 


to be taken over in any given state 
should not amount to over 4 per cent 
of the total mileage of "the roads of 
that state. 


I. That a thorough survey and 


analysis of the transportation 
re- 


quirements of the nation and Its high- 
way traffic should be compiled, 


4. That an appropriation should 


be made by the federal government 
of $100,000,000 per year for carrying 
on this work. 


B. That the 
Federal 
Highways 


Commission shall take p^er the work 
of the Highway Transport Commit- 
tee and the Office of Public Roads 
of the Department of Agriculture. 


"This work will furnish an Inestim- 


able national asset In the transporta- 
tion ot aroui d 25,000,000 i-*na of grain 
butter, eggs, stock and prepared food 
from farming communities and In- 
dustrial 
centers 
to 
the seaports. 


Furthermore this legislation will cre- 
ate a highway foundation for the 
future which will help broaden our 
vision In the development of national 
resources.

conception has been small, 


our Interstate highway transporta- 
tion has 'jeen cramped and handicap-
